The Empress was sunk in the St. 


Lawrence on May 29 with a loss of 
more than 1000 lives.

HOW TO PREVENT MOSQtTITOES 


Since it is supposed that the com- 


mon house mosquito does not travel 
far, much can be done to prevent 
the annoyance of these pests by do- 
ing away with their breeding places 
Screening will exclude mosqu'itoes 
but the better practice is to avoic 
their development by looking after 
the drainage of small pools, and the 
disposition ol tin cans or other ar- 
ticles that may 
retain 
sufficient 


water for them to breed in. If rain 
barrels, water tanks, cisterns, and 
other reservoirs are necessary, these 
should he screened or covered' in 
such a manner as to prevent the en- 
tranre of mosquitoes as these insects 
develop only in water. 
Pools or 


small bodies of water which cannot 
be otherwise controlled and 
are too small for the 
which 


keeping of 


fishes may be treated with a film of 
kerosene to prevent any mosquito 
breeding.

his farm a mile north of Black Run, 
and three miles west of Frazeysburg, 
just across the eastern Licking coun- 
ty line in Muskingum, is a natural 
born sculptor. His Avork is attract- 
ing much attention, 
and 
favorable 


verdicts from those who have seen it, 
for the untutored excellence of con-r 
ception and design, as well as the 
methods he pursues in accomplishing 
his purpose. 
He sculptures statues 
of heroic 


size out of white sand stone, of 
which there is a quarry on the 
Baughman farm, and are to be. seen 
in wha?"he calls Memorial Park, a 
part of his estate dedicated to these 
works of true' genius. 
He has made excellent statues of 


our martyred presidents, Lincoln and 
McKinley, and is now at work on a 
form of ex-President Garfield. 


His method is to mount a stone 


base and with mallet 
and 
chisel 


carve the features of the model out 
of the face of a huge,-pristine bould- 


er, and -the statue is 
white.

The statues are from 16 to 18 feet 


high, and; weigh about two and one- 
half Ctohs. . Numerous other works 
on" the; rocky ledges are testimonials 
to .Mr: Baughman's genius, as he is 
unschooled .in; the sculptor's art and 
has acquired what skill he possesses 
by working at 'spare moments since 
boyhood.

preparatory to the entering upon o2 
his duties. 
His duties as one of a great army 


of 4,5,000 carriers is to report at the 
postoffice each morning at a specified 
time to "route" his mail preparatory 
to making his daily trip, regardless of 
weather conditions; deliver and col- 
lect mail; sell to patrons newspaper 
wrappers, postcards, 
stamped enve- 


lopes; take money ' orders, register 
mail and parcel post, the latest and 
largest addition to the carriers' du- 
ties, which he is justly proud of. 


His conveyance may consist of a 


horse-drawn vehicle, automobile mo- 
torcycle or in some localities the most 
convenient method of travel, is horse- 
back. His daily trip takes him over 
all parts of the country, and among 
many classes of people, who -are 
greatly interested in his coming each 
day.

8 p. m. £3 per annum had to be paid. 
For the right to keep it alight un- 
til 9 £3 18s. was the figure, while 
those roistering blades who sat up till 
10, 11 or 12 had to disburse £4 IGs., £5 
12s. and £0 Ss. respectively.

In this lespect ic differs very much 
from the land surrounding the town on 
ttll sides and owned by the coal mining 
corporations,, which laud when pur- 
chasable at all is restricted to the sur- 
face rights only. In 1SGS August Do- 
uop. foreseeing the need of a town site 
that would be free from the control of 
the mining corporations, bought sev- 
eral hundred acres of land. He laid 
out the town, and in selling the lots he 
emphasized the fact that it was "free 
land" and the owner's tights extended 
as deeply into the earth as IIP might 
care to prosecute. By common consent 
the town's first name was Freehold, 
but this was ordered changed by the 
postoffice department to avoid confu- 
sion uith the older town of Freehold.
